We Dote, with no small degree of gratifica­ 
tion, that the project of a colossal telescope, 
which Is to be the largest and most complete 
Instrument that modern scientific knowledge 
can suggest, or ingenuity devise, is actually 
in progress of elaboration. The scheme of a 
“million dollar telescope," to which v.e have 
lo frequently referred, und which has encouu- 
teied such an earnest support among large 
numbers of the readers of our Journal, Is iu 
fact to be carried out; though whether it will 
bo found necessary to expend the whole of 
this large sum of money is not determined. It 
is knowu that the cost of the great Washing­ 
ton Instrument, which was to be $50,000, has 
not amounted to a sum greater than $30,000; 
and hence there is a possibllty that that of the 
mammoth telescope now contemplated may 
fall below the large aggregate first proposed. 
Iii u recent address before the California 
Academy of Sciences, Professor George Dav­ 
idson made the following remark*—words 
which we are sure w ill find their way to every 
quarter of the civilized world, and engender 
the liveliest pleasure to every lover of science 
and her advancement: “ With a telescope of 
the largest size and most consummate work­ 
manship that American skill eau devise,prop­ 
erly located ten thousand feet above the sea 
in the clear skies of the Sierra Nevada, with 
every variety of apparatus commensurate 
therewith; with masters of observation and 
ingenuity Ii) research; with ample funds re­ 
served to devise other instruments and meth­ 
ods which those instruments and the highest 
genius must suggest, we hope at no distant 
lay to see solved the mighty problems of cre­ 
ation that are yet beyond our grasp. .Such an 
outfit and such provision have been the life­ 
long objects of James Lick; and after much 
earnest solicitation, I have overcome his 
shrinking from what he considers vain glory, 
sud obtained his permission to announce to 
the Academy his intentions, which I have 
faintly sketched in the preceding sentence. 
There will lie no let or hindrance in carry ing 
out his views; the amplest means are provi­ 
ded; the rarest skill has been invoked, and 
tho plans are taking definite and practical 
shape.’’— Scientific American.

We clip, from the Now Orleans Republican, 
the following Interesting sketch of the profita­ 
ble manner in which a well-known advocate 
employs his leisure moments.

I District Attorney Beckwith is evidently no 
j less able as a mechanic than a» a lawyer. 
; Our contemporary a ays that; “ When lie can 
j get away from his office in the custom house 
— away from his books and his briefs—away 
from his clients and his cases, aud the adjust­ 
ment of ‘the doubtful balance of rights and 
wrongs,'then it is that he lets himself, with 
ids latch key, into a building unoccupied save 
tty himself, goes up into the third story, takes 
off his coat. roll* up his sleeves and goes to 
work. 
“It ie a queer looking rookery, this work­ 
shop of Beckwith's. 
Tools lie scattered 
around; two or three turning lathes are 
mounted In one end of the room; beyond 
them stands an upright boiler and a Ho ve 
horse power steam engine, mounted on an 
eleven inch ba** and capable of making IOO 
revolutions a minute; 
a neatly mounted 
forge, smoke stack, escape pipes, pulleys, 
bawls, benches—everything made and erect­ 
ed by the lawyer-niechnuic, the presiding ge­ 
nius of the place. 


“The councilor, at whose correctness as a 
ogiclan and (deader all marvel, astonishes 
still more those who glance into his work­ 
shop, at the perfectness of the machinery he 
turns out in his leisure mouieuts. 
The burly 
lawyer L master here—file* and screw* and 
drills and ratchets are as handy to his touch 
as authorities in tim huge Itound books, on 
his shelves in his room iii the granite build­ 
ing. 
The alchemist iii his laboratory, seeking 
for the mystery which should transmute base 
meta! to gold, was not happier or more en­ 
thusiastic than Beckwith is in devising some 
new appliance lu bls d u ty workshop. 
Even 
his bellows he blows by a machine he has in­ 
vented. 
The larger turning lathe, which he 
■pout years iu making, and mouths of that 
time iii the perfection of a single screw, la 
adjustable with the precision of a microscope. 
Tim governor of his eiigiue did not quite 
please him, so he has made a new one on a 
new principle, which works to a charm. 
“Understand, all this is the lawyer's pas­ 
time, 
He is not an ‘inventor.’ 
He gets ner­ 
vous w hen asked if the Beckwith sewing ma­ 
chine is his invention; and vehemently denies 
the impeachment. 
He takes no sort of pride, 
either, in his skill as a workman, aud we 
know will not thank u* for this intrusion Into 
lih workshop.'’ 


E l e c t r o * M u s ic H i p u r l e r . 
A novel application of electricity to musi­ 
cal instrument*, for the pur|iose of recording 
the inspirations of genius iii musical compo­ 
sitions, is now iii process of construction for 
Mr. C. T. .Shelton, of New Haven, Conn. 
It 
is a telegraphic attachment to an organ. Be­ 
neath each note of the three manuals and of 
the pedals, aud connected with each stop of 
tho organ, is a small brass .spring, which Is 
pressed down w henever the piece to which it 
is attached is brought into action. 
From 
each spring, wires run to a galvanic battery 
of twelve cells, and to the recording apparat­ 
us, which may lie situated at any convenient 
distance from the organ. 
When the spring is 
pressed down, connection between tho bat­ 
tery and the recording apparatus is formed, 
and the electric current pastes through. 
The 
recording apparatus is very simple, and Simi- I 
lar to that used in Morse's telegraph. 
At- 1 
tidied to the clockwork, by which a uniform j 
motion is produced, are two cylinders some : 
eighteen inches iu length, l»ctwecii which is 
carried a strip of palier divided into about ! 
250 longitudinal divisions — one for each note i 
and stop iii the organ. 
Corresponding to 
each of these divisions Is a magnet whose ar­ 
mature carries a lever armed with a style, 
which indents the paper as long as the elec­ 
tric current is passing through. 
Now, when 
any note or stop Is brought into action the 
spring connected with it is pressed down, the 
circuit is completed, the corresponding ar­ 
mature is attracted to its magnet, and the di­ 
vision of the paper belonging to the note 
struck is indented with a tin* proportionate 
in length lo the lime daring w hich the note is 
held dowu. 
A staccato touch will be repre­ 
sented by a simple dot, while a longer tone 
will be recorded by a more prolonged inden­ 
tation. 
The clockwork is so geared that the 
palier is carried forward on the rollers at the 
rate of about one half an inch per second, 
thus recording each note in the most rapid 
playing at the rate of about ten nolo* per sec­ 
ond by a line one twentieth of an inch in 
length, and longer notes by lines proportional­ 
ly extended.

“million dollar telescope,” to which v;e have 
•o frequently referred, and which has encoun­ 
tered »uch an earnest support among large 
numbers of the readers of our journal, is iu 
fact to be carried out; though whether it will 
be found necessary to expend the whole of 
this large sum of money is not determined. It 
is known that the cost of the great Washing­ 
ton instrument, which was to be $50,000, has 
uot amounted to a suui greater than $30,000; 
and hence there is a possiblity that that of the 
mammoth telescope now contemplated may 
fall below the large aggregate first proposed. 
In a recent address before the California 
Academy of Sciences, Professor George Dav­ 
idson made the following remarks—words 
which we are sure will find their way lo every 
quarter of the civilized world, and engender 
the liveliest pleasure to every lover of science 
and her advancement: 
“With a telescope of 
the largest size and most consummate work­ 
manship that American skill can devise,prop­ 
erly located ten thousand feet above the sea 
in the clear skies of the Sierra Nevada, with 
every variety of apparatus 
commensurate 
therewith; with masters of observation and 
ingenuity in researcli; with ample funds re­ 
served to devise other instruments and meth­ 
ods which those instruments and the highest 
genius must suggest, we hope at no distant 
day to see solved the mighty problems of cre­ 
ation that are yet beyond our grasp. Such an 
outfit and such provision have been the life­ 
long objects of James Lick; and after much 
earnest solicitation, 
I have overcome 
his 
shrinking from what ho considers vain glory, 
and obtained his permission to announce to 
the Academy his intentions, which I have 
faintly sketched in the preceding sentence. 
There will be no let or hindrance in carrying 
out his views; the amplest means are provi­ 
ded ; the rarest skill has been invoked, and 
the plans are taking definite and practical 
shape.”—Scientific Am erican. 


H ow a la w y e r Spen d * h is Spare T im e . 


VYe clip, from the New Orleans Republican, 
the following interesting sketch of the profita­ 
ble manner in which a well-known advocate 
employs his leisure moments. 
United States 
District Attorney Beckwith is evidently no 
less able as a mechanic than a» a lawyer. 
Our contemporary says th at; “ When he can 
get away from his office in the custom house 
— away from his books and his briefs—-away 
from his clients and bis cases, and the adjust­ 
ment of ‘the doubtful balance of rights and 
wrongs,’ then it is that he lets hlmseir, with 
his latch key, into a building unoccupied save 
by himself, goes up into the third story, takes 
off his coat, rolls up his sleeves and goes to 
work. 
“It i* a queer looking rookery, 
this work­ 
shop of Beckwith’s. 
Tools 
lie 
scattered 
around; 
two or three turning lathes are 
mounted in one end of the room; beyond 
them stands un upright boiler and a thrae 
horse power steam engine, mounted on an 
eleven inch base and capable of making 600 
revolutions a minute; 
a neatly 
mounted 
forge, smoke stack, escape pipes, pulleys, 
bands, benches—everything made and erect­ 
ed by the lawyer-mechanic, the presiding ge­ 
nius of the place. 


“The councilor, at whose correctness as a 
ogiclan and pleader all marvel, astonishes 
still more those who glance iuto his work­ 
shop, at the perfectness of the machinery be 
turns out in his leisure moments. 
The burly 
lawyer is master here—files and screws and 
drills and ratchets are as handy to his touch 
as authorities in the huge bound books, on 
his shelves in his room in the granite build­ 
ing. 
The alchemist in his laboratory, seeking 
for the mystery which should transmute base 
metal to gold, was not happier or more en­ 
thusiastic than Beckwitli is in devising some 
new appliance in his dusty workshop. 
Eveu 
his bellows he blows by a machine he has in­ 
vented. 
The larger turning lathe, which he 
■pent years in making, and mouths of that 
time in the perfection of a single screw, is 
adjustable with the precision of a microscope. 
The governor of his engine did not quite 
please him, so he lias made a new one on a 
new principle, which works to a charm. 
“Understand, all this is the lawyer’s pas­ 
time. 
He is not an ‘inventor.’ 
Ho gets ner­ 
vous when asked if the Beckwith sewing ma­ 
chine is his invention; and vehemently denies 
the impeachment. 
He takes no sort of pride, 
either, in his skill as a workman, and we 
know will not thank us for this intrusion into 
lih workshop.” 


E le c tro -R u d e R e p o rter. 


A novel application of electricity to musi­ 
cal instruments, for the purpose of recording 
the inspirations of genius in musical compo­ 
sitions, is now in process of construction for 
Mr. C. T. Shelton, of New Haven, Conn. 
It 
is a telegraphic attachment to an organ. 
Be­ 
neath each note of the three manuals and of 
the pedals, and connected with each stop of 
the organ, is a small brass spring, which Is 
pressed down whenever the piece to which it 
is attached is brought into action. 
From 
each spring, wires run to a galvanic battery 
of twelvo cells, and to the recording apparat­ 
us, which may be situated at any convenient 
distance from the organ. 
When the spring is 
pressed down, connection between the bat­ 
tery and the recordiug apparatus is formed, 
and the electric current passes through. 
The 
recording apparatus is very 3 imple, and sim i­ 
lar to that used in Morse’s telegraph. 
At­ 
tached to the clockwork, by which a uniform 
motion is produced, are two cylinders some 
eighteen inches in length, between which is 
carried a strip of paper divided into about 
250 longitudinal divisions—one for each note 
and stop in the organ. 
Corresponding to 
each of these divisions Is a magnet whose ar- 
maturo carries a lever armed with a style, 
which indents the paper as long as the elec­ 
tric current is passing through. 
Now, 
when 
any note or stop is brought into action the 
spring connected with it is pressed down, the 
circuit is completed, the corresponding ar­ 
mature is attracted to its magnet, and the di­ 
vision of the paper belonging to the note 
struck is indented with a line proportionate 
In length to the time during which (he note is 
held down, 
a staccato touch will be repre­ 
sented by * simple dot, while a longer tone 
will be recorded by a more prolonged inden­ 
tation. 
The clockwork is so geared that the 
paper is carried forward on the rollers at the 
rate of about one half an inch per secoud, 
thus recording each note in the most rapid 
playing at the rate of about ten notes per sec­ 
ond by a line one twentieth of an inch in 
length, and longer notes by lints proportional­ 
ly exteuded.

themselves famous by immortal works. 
The 
Captain created the Vanderbilt bronze, which 
stands OU the top of the big depot in New 
York, the wonder arui admiration or all who 
have seen it. 
Now be bas got up somethin 
more surprising HUH. 
It is a design repre­ 
senting various first-elass steamboats on the 
Hudson River, and aho the steamship Van­ 
derbilt speeding swiftly across the ocean. 
As 
though this were not a sufficiently great and 
exhilarating tiling to do, the Captain goes one 
step further; he places an image of Neptune, 
the well-known and hlgldy-respectabie god of 
the ocean, in a reclining attitude under the 
Palisades and tainting to the city of Albany, 
which is just visible in the dim distance. 
Now 
Neptune, in all probability, was never so fur 
inland before iu his life, and bis chief impres­ 
sion, if Captain De Groot has correctly inter­ 
preted it, seems to ba one of exceeding aver­ 
sion towards the city of Albany.

would advise ail travelers to keep away from 
there. 
The name of this work of art is only 
less admirable than the excellence of its con­ 
ception, “ The Allegory of the Hudson River." 
If Captain De Groot had called it The Para­ 
doxical Pumpbandle to Vanderbilt's Vanity 
be would have made but a slight improve­ 
ment upon bis original idea.

This government did not recognize any right 
on Hie part of Spain in the present state of 
affairs to interfere In any manner with our 
merchant ships upon the seas except iii the 
usual right iii ber own port?

of any of her dominions, and of this fact 
she is aware. 
As a m atter of course it is the 
determination of this government to protect 
our citizens iii all their rights and to compel 
respect to the flag.

HON. W M. M. EVARTS' S PEEC H . 


A large aud enthusiastic meeting of Ameri­ 
can and Cuban citizens was held ut Steinway 
Hail to-night for thepurposeof giving expres­ 
sion to their sense of the late butcheries by 
the Spaniards and the outrage offered to the 
American flag. 
Fully three thousand people 
were present. 
The Hon. Win. M. Evarts was called to the 
chair. 
A list of Vice Presidents was read, 
among them being Hon. John A. Dix, A. T. 
Stewart, John Kelly, William E. Dodge, Fer­ 
nando Wood, A. R. Lawrence, William C. 
Conner, Judge Josiah Sutherland, General 
Franz Sigel, Win. Cullen Bryant, John Jacob 
Astor, Cornelius Vanderbilt,A. P. Daly, Enoch 
L. Fa Heber, Tho?. A. Led with, Harper C. Van 
Nort, A. Oakey Hall, Win. F. Havemeyer, Os­ 
wald Ottendorfer, E. Delafield Smith, Wheeler 
II. Peckhuui and others. 
Hon. Wm. M Evarts iii ojaming the meet­ 
ing said be felt when be accepted the invita­ 
tion to preside at the meeting us every person 
must have felt, that the Cubau question was 
one of the greatest importance. 
Ile would 
rapidly review the various steps which brought 
this nation face to face with the present diffi­ 
culty. The Cubau insurrection broke out about 
Hie end of President Johnson's administration, 
bul did not reach its climax until after Presi­ 
dent Grant's accession to power. 
During the 
whole period of tho struggle for independence 
by Cuba the greatest insults had been offered 
to the American flag by Spaiu aud her rulers. 
Our complaints were met by regrets aud con­ 
cessions and in correspondence with Spain 
about this matter a 
convention of both 
nations was elected 
which had its seat 


at 
Washington 
to 
settle redresses 
and 
grievances. 
Now, 
like 
a 
tbunder-bolt, 
two nations, 
America and England, had 
been stricken by the shock of the transaction 
which had just occnrred, a shock which moved 
the whole civilized world. 
This island, with 
its immense commercial relations, lias been 
the scene of struggles for liberty and coertion 
of power. 
A ship accredited with being uuder 
the American flag while on the high seas and 
distant from Cuba is visited by the pride and 
arrogance of Spanish power; turning from her 
pursuers is overtaken and captured ; all 
on board conveyed to a harbor, whore four 
men are taken out of her, condemned and 
shot; then forty more, followed by fifty-seven 
others. 
The British and American Consuls 
spoke in vain; their interference went for 
naught. 
We had a complete understanding 
with Spain to the effect that every citizen of 
our country taken by them for any net 
should 
have a trial 
before a proper tri­ 
bunal and have competent legal defenders. 
If 
there 
were 
peace 
between 
this 
country and 
Spain, no 
matter of what 
crimes these 
men were 
guilty 
under the 
law? of nations they should have been called 
to account by the country to which the last 
belonged. 
The laws of piracy allowed a d ­ 
nation that wished to punish the offender, but 
there was no evidence to show that the Vir­ 
ginius wag a pirate. 
Still, if she were a pirate 
we hold that the law could not be carried out 
In her case without trial, condemnation or 
conviction. 
Away, then, with the idea that 
our citizens are to be dealt with in the thought 
that they were engaged in marauding. 
Do not fear that the President of the United 
States is imbued with the same feeling a* 
jiervades tills meeting. 
We deal with Cuba as 
a community and we intend to have redress 
for these outrages (loud ami prolonged cheer­ 
ing), arui security, perfect and absolute secu­ 
rity that no such disgraceful butcheries shall 
ever again be repeated. 
(Renewed applause.) 
We will secure from the.govcrnmcnt of Spain, 
though we desire the republic to be upheld, 
promises that hor power 
must be more 
efficacious over lier own forces iii Cuba, 
and 
if 
she 
wants 
help 
we 
are 
prepared to g iv e it. 
If it tie true that .-pain 
can no longer control the actions of lier sub­ 
jects we will see to it ttiat they wilt not have 
all immunities from the regular constituted 
power and authority. 
We would make Hie 
American people feel that their peace would 
not again be disturbed in the future. 
The concluding portion of the speech wa? re­ 
ceived With uproarious cheers and cries of 
" W ar! w ar!" 


SPEECH OF HON. S. 8. COX. 
lion. 8. S. Cox was the next speaker. 
Ho 
claimed that the Virginius at the time of seiz­ 
ure wa3 duly authenticated by our govern­ 
ment. 
Our flag rightfully was at its mast. It 
had our register ami clearance. 
The seizure 
was on the high seas, not within Spanish w a­ 
ters, not within Hie marine league. There was 
no recognition by Spain of billigerent rights 
to the insurgency of Cuba and tho legal status 
of the vessel was Hie same as the right of citi­ 
zen* to walk the streets or city parks, j 
Mr. Cox then referred to the barbarities 
practiced bv tile Spaniards throughout the 
whole war, and said that it had been a war 
without pity, without remorse. 
Rapacity aud 
despotism, confiscation and butcher) hail lidd­ 
ed daily significance to the flag of Spain, 
which, rod and yellow, is a river of blood be­ 
tween margins of gold. 
As a remedy for the 
existing state of affair* in Cuba Mr. Cox sug­ 
gested the intervention of al! civilized na­ 
tions. 
Letters of apology were then read from the 
Hon. Henry Wilson, Vice President of the 
United States, Gov.

As additional facts come out in connection 
with the affair of the seizure of the Virginius 
we are more assured of the gross unjustifiable­ 
ness of the whole thing. 
Action is being 
slowly and cautiously taken by our govern­ 
ment which it is believed by the Cabinet will 
satisfy the people. It Í3 now plain that the 
Virginius was flying opr flag when seized and 
that the chase commenced eighteen miles from 
the shore. 
Victor Emanuel is in a very happy frame of 
mind. In his speech at the opening of the 
Italian Parliament the King., said, “ I have 
confidence in the people and reel that the peo­ 
ple have confidence in me.” There is some­ 
thing so childlike and sweet in the affection 
which always exists between sovereigns and 
thoir subjects, as also between brother sove­ 
reigns of different nations, that it always 
briogs tears to our eyes to read of it. 
Dr. Hardinger has settled the question about 
the location of the Garden of Edeu. It wa3 
all around the North pole. When Adam and 
his good-looking spouse took sucli pleasant 
moonlight walks through that nice property, 
so very scantily clad, of course the tempera­ 
ture must have been le3s than it averages 
now. The Doctor thinks the North pole must 
have been the site of the nucleus of the 
primal human race because the said race 
could scatter more easily from there than 
from anywhere else. The most original and 
startling idea suggested by our theorist, how­ 
ever, is that the “flaming sword,” which was 
set to guard the gate and prevent the return 
of those ancestral fugitives, was in reality 
icebergs and ice-floes and such things. Per­

Ifsm ieof those eccentric gentlemen who 
flourished in the Old Testament times could 
have anticipated the lively way in which Gail 
Hamilton would pitch into them and ask 
them questions, they would have left on record 
a much more satisfactory account of them­ 
selves. Gail is after Joseph, who was once 
prime minister of Egypt, and wonders why 
he lived in Egypt for about twenty odd years 
without ever letting bis anxious father know 
of his whereabouts. We certainly don’t know 
wby he neglected that duty, but are willing 
to risk the surmise that ‘Joseph didn’t want 
to send for his friends until lie had a sure 
thing for himself. Anyhow, Gail should have 
stirred up this business some thousands of 
years ago. We can’t tell much about it now. 
The principal witnesses are nearly all dead or 
so old that they can't remember with any ac­ 
curacy. Besides the Nathan murder and the 
Virgiuius trouble are hanging tire yet, so we 
have no time to unroll mummies. 
An exchange says, “ There seems to be a 
fatality attached to the pulpit of the Presby­ 
terian Church at Matawan, N. J. A few Sun­ 
days since, a3 the pastor, Rev. J. II. Kaufman, 
was reading these lines in the first hymn 
“ Soon the delightful day will come, 
When my dear Lord will call me home, 
And I shall see his face,” 
his strength gave out, and lie sat down while 
the congregation sung the hymn through. 
Then he followed with a prayer in a feeble 
though earnest voice and at the word “Amen,” 
he fell over in a fit of apoplexy, from which lie 
died in a few hours after being taken to his 
home. Mr. Kaufman’s age was forty-seven. 
It is stated, as a very singular coincidence, 
that Rev. Mr. Shafer, who was pastor of the 
same church about thirty-three years ago, 
fell dead in his pulpit from apoplexy, as 
he had concluded the same line of the same 
hymn which Mr. Kaufman read just before lie 
was stricken.” We cannot account for these 
singular fatalities, but as a measure of precau ­ 
tion against their recurrence would it not bo 
well to tear out that hymn from the book ? 
And is the church sure the cause of death was 
apoplexy and not starvation ? 


An Economical Election. 
It is difficult to get a politician of this cen­ 
tury to believe that an election canvass can 
be made to amount to a row of pin3 without 
the expenditure of large sums of money di­ 
rectly and indirectly. There is but little faith 
iu the ordinary comprehension, common 
sense, and patriotic impulses of the people. 
In this opinion men are controlled by sordid 
motives only, and it is useless to talk to 
them unless you buy them. And yet here is a 
campaign in Iowa, where the anti-monopo­ 
lists made a vigorous and telling campaign, 
and the secretary and treasurer of the State 
committee, whose name is Welling, has made 
a report, from which it appears that he had re­ 
ceived five dollars in cash and expended three 
dollars and eighteen cents, and he reports a 
balance of $1.82 on hand. The total of his 
expenditures wasn’t as much as a ward bum­ 
mer in the Empire State would think of giving 
to an incorruptible American citizen for in­ 
creasing his coal supply in consideration of 
his voting with due wisdom. The farmers’ 
entrance into politics will certainly be respon­ 
sible for one thing if no other, aud that is the 
conducting of campaigns on the merits of the 
principles iuvolved rather than by debauching 
of the political world by enormous supplies of 
money. 


A Work of Art. 
The name of Captain Albert De Groot is 
destined to be associated in the future with 
those of Chautrey, Michael Augelo, and what­ 
ever other artists have succeeded in making 
themselves famous by immortal works. The 
Captain created the Vanderbilt bronze, which 
stands on the top of the big depot in New 
York, the wonder and admiration or all who 
have seen it. Now he has got up something 
more surprising still. It is a design repre­ 
senting various Urst-elass steamboats on the 
Hudson River, and -also the steamship Yau- 
derbilt speeding swiftly across the ocean. As 
though this were not a sufficiently great and 
exhilarating thing to do, the Captain goes one 
step further; he places an image of Neptune, 
the well-known and higlily-respectable god of 
the ocean, in a reclining attitude under the 
Palisades and pointing to the city of Albany, 
which is just visible iu the dim distance. Now 
Neptuue, in all probability, was never so far 
Inland before in bis life, and his chief impres­ 
sion, if Captain De Groot has correctly inter­ 
preted it, seem9 to be one of exceeding aver­ 
sion towards the city of Albany. He warn­ 
ing^ indicates it with his finger as though he 
would advise all travelers to keep away from 
there. The name of this work of art is only 
Jess admirable than the excellence of its con­ 
ception, “ The Allegory of the Hudson River.’’ 
If Captain De Groot had called it The Para­ 
doxical Pumpbandle to Vanderbilt’s Vanity 
he would have made but a slight improve­ 
ment upon his original idea. 


Tbe State Election. 
There seems to be no reason to doubt now 
that tbe Liberal ticket nominated at Elmira 
was elected, in which respect it stands alone 
this Fall, for neither Democrat nor Republi­

But the state 
was close, and a few thousand votes, with that 
doubling power that withdrawing from one 
and giving to another affords, changed the 
result; so that while the Empire State will 
have a Democratic Secretary of State she will 
also have a Republican Controller and State 
Prison Inspector. This result was produced 
by Liberal votes.

Not only are 
fewer suspensions aud stoppages of mills, etc., 
reported, but a greater feeling of confidence is 
shown in business circles, andas the smoke of 
the panic clears away many people begin to 
see that they have been unnecessarily scared. 
Now what we want is economy, gradual set­ 
tling down to lower prices for everything— 
labor and produce. 
—The heathen Chinee is desperately wicked, 
especially after the enlightened Christian has 
taught him how to do it. Ilis latest wicked­ 
ness Is the adulteration of tea at home, and 
the benighted wretch overdoes it. 
There are 
10,000,000 pounds of tea in bond in London 
which has been condemned as unfit for con­ 
sumption. What a pity it hadn’t been sent 
here. It would have supplied our hotels and 
boarding-houses all winter. 
- There generally are plenty of applicants 
for all government vacancies, particularly if 
the office be one so favorable for “ pick­ 
ings’’ as a deputy marshalship, but that posi­ 
tion in the western Texas district lias some 
drawbacks which will be likely to diminish its 
attractions. The outlaws have ju3l killed a 
deputy marshal, and the Marshal in his ac­ 
count of it incidentally mentions that “ this is 
the fifth deputy marshal assassinated in the 
district.”

GERMANY. 
A Growl at France.

PANAMA. 
Tbe Steamer General Sherman Seized. 
P anama, Nov. 9.—The American .filibuster­ 
ing steamer General Sherman euteréd the har­ 
bor of Aspinwall on the 3(1 Inst, uuder the 
name of General Ariza and was at once seized 
by Captain Cushiug of the United State? 
steamer Wyoming for using illegalship papers 
and sailing under the flag of Honduras while, 
it is claimed, she is an American vessel. Her 
case will lie decided by the United States 
Courts. 
FRANCE. 
A Mc»saffc from tlie President. 
Paris, Nov. 17.—President MacMahon sent 
a message to tbe Assembly to-day, which was 
presented and read by tbe Duke de Broglie. 
Tlie President says that it lias been decided 
as best for tlie interests of tlie country to ask 
of tlie Assembly the prolongation of*Ihe 
powers of the present executive for seven 
years. He deems it his duty to indicate guar­ 
anties, without which it would be imprudent 
for him to accept the task of governing the 
country. lie points out the bad ettect of the 
postponement of the beginning of prolonga­ 
tion until after the constitutional bills are 
voted. 
Such a course would diminish liis 
authority and render it the more uncertain.— 
He expresses the strongest desire for a speedy 
discussion of the constitutional bills. 
If 
bis term is prolonged 
lie will use 
tbe powers granted iu defence of Conserv­ 
ative ideas, which he is convinced are those 
of the majority of the nation. 
After the ajournment of the Assembly Min­ 
isters de Broglie, Batbie and Ernoul attended 
a meeting of the committee on prolongation 
and submitted the propositions of -tlie Presi­ 
dent’s message. The committee consented to 
the term of seven years, but refused to yield 
on the other points. 
THE BAZA IKE COURT-MARTIAL. 
Paris, N ov. 11. —In the Bazaine court-mar­ 
tial to-day, M. Blondín, director of tlie Bank 
of France in Metz daring the siege, testified 
that Gen. Coifinierus urged him to conceal a 
qu intity of gold on the 20lh of August, saying 
the Prussians would enter the city in a few 
davs.

TEXAS. 
A Mexican JBandit on a Raid. 
N ew Orleans, N ov. 17.—The report that 
Cabello Blanco, the noted Mexican bandit,had 
crossed into Texas and with a party of 
marauders was robbing and plundering the 
country iias been confirmed. 


A STARTLING R t MOR. 
Reported Losi of a Vessel and Crew, 
K ingston, Ont., Nov. 17.—There is u suspi­ 
cion prevalent here that the United States 
steamer Ada, which left Kingston with forty 
officers and men on board, has been lost with 
all hands. 


A V ESSEL B U R N E D . 
One Person Lost. 
Toronto, Ont., Nov. 17.—The baik Canada, 
with a cargo of sawed lumber from Montreal 
for South America, took fire on Thursday 
night and burned to the water’s edge, tlie hull 
drifting on Bice Island. The Captain and 
crew, with the exception of the cook, were 
saved. 


METROPOLITAN NEWS. 
Tlie Proposed Industrial Grab. 
N ew Y ork, N ov. 17.—At a meeting of the 
Board of Assistant Aldermen to-day a remon- 
stance was read against the proposed loan of 
$2,600,000 to the Industrial Exhibition Com­ 
pany on the ground that the dobt of the city 
and tbe rate of taxation should not be in­ 
creased unless absolutely necessary.

It was referred to a special committee. 
FIRE IN BROOKLYN. 
The Brooklyn Chemical Works, owned by 
Jackson & Co., 101 to 109 Raymond street, 
Brooklyn, were damaged by fire to-day $28,000 
worth. The fire was cause J by the explosion 
of chemicals. 
REDUCTION OF WAGES.

whose faces were muffled. A hostler who re­ 
sisted was severely wouiuled. Three of the 
robbers kept watch over the stablemen, threat­ 
ening thorn with pistols, while the others ran­ 
sacked the office, blew open the safe and stole 
$600. The robbers escaped. It is supposed 
they came from New York.

17.— The British steamer 
Niobe sailed from Jamaica for Cuba on the 
sixth. 
A FIENDISH SET. 
A spin w a ll, Nov. 17.—A dispatch from 
Kingston, Nov. 8tb, reporting the capture of 
the Virginius aud the execution of four promi­ 
nent patriots, says: “It is rumored that Ryan 
and Verona not dying easily a Spanish officer 
thrust liis sword through Ryan’s heart and 
that the blood-thirsty mob severed the h^ds 
from the bodies, placed them on pikes mid 
marched through the city. Tiie Virginia is 
reported sunk at St. Iago." There is great 
excitement here (Panama), where Ryau was 
so well known. It is reported that the United 
States steamship Wyoming will sail to-morrow 
from Aspinwall for Santiago de Cuba. 
AMERICAN NEWSPAPERS NOT WANTED. 
N ew Y ork, N ov. 17.—Tbe steamship Cleo­ 
patra, which arrived to-day, brought the 
newspaper mails she took on her outward 
bouud to Havana. The Spanish authorities 
refused to allow them to be landed. 
WHAT THE PRESIDENT SAYS. 
W ashington, N ov. 17.—The President to­ 
day, in conversation relative to Cuban affairs, 
said tliis government liad thu3 far acted on 
such facts as had reached it and it was now 
engaged in collecting from all available 
sources further information concerning the 
capture of the Virginius and the particulars 
attending the revolting executiou3 which fol­ 
lowed that event. It was desirable that all 
the information should be of such a character 
as would leave no doubt whatever as to its re­ 
liability. The propriety of this course was 
too evident to require explanation, the gov­ 
ernment being careful in what it i9 now doing 
and what it may hereafter do to act upon facts 
and not upon assumptions and unconfirmed 
reports. It was essential that we should be 
prepared to maintain our position. Tiie Pres­ 
ident said lie had*changed none of the views 
heretofore expressed by him concerning events 
in Cuba, but had more than ever been con 
firmed iu them by recent occurrences, lie 
shared with tho public their denunciation 
of the capture on the high seas of a 
vessel sailing with a regular clearance 
under 
the 
United 
States 
llag 
and 
the startling events which so quickly followed. 
Spain never having considered the island of 
Cuba in a state of war and there being no 
proclamation by the United States accordin 
beiligerent rights to . tho insurgents tiie Vir­ 
ginius, if regularly cleared for the island of 
Cuba, had a right to enter Havana or any 
other open port of the Spanish possessions. 
This government did not recognize any right 
on tlie part of Spain in the present state of 
affairs to interfere In any manner with our 
merchant ships upon tiie seas except in the 
usual right in her own ports and within 
one 
marine 
league 
of 
the 
coast 
of any of her dominions, and of this fact 
she is aware. As a matter of course it is the 
determination of this government to protect 
onr citizens in all their rights and to compel 
respect to the flag. The present naval prepa­ 
rations were with this view, not to initiate 
war by the President, that power being vest 
ed in Congress, but to be prepared fur all con­ 
tingencies. 
Congress would meet in two 
weeks from to-day, when everything in posses­ 
sion of tbe Executive Department relative to 
Cuban affairs would be laid before that body, 
with such recommendations as the occasion 
might demand. To-morrow, lie said, lie would 
commence the preparation of his message, but 
would defer that part relating to Cuban af­ 
fairs until within a day or two of the meeting 
of Congress, desiring first to obtain all possi­ 
ble information upon the subject. 
AT TnE BROOKLYN NAVY-YARD. 
New York, November 17 —At the navy- 
yard the same activity is manifested a 
for the past few days. To-day 250 men 
were added to the. force, and over a 
thousand stood at tlie gales hoping to get 
employment. The Juniata is now ready for 
sea and will anchor off the Battery to await 
orders. It is stated by the employees of the 
navy-yard that work upon tho Spanish iron­ 
clad Arapiles was suspended thi3 afternoon. 
The steamer Neptune from Boston came Into 
the navy-yard with tbe men drafted from the 
Boston navy-yard. They were put on board 
the receiving ship Vermont. Further drafts 
from other navy-yards will lie made fur the 
Colorado and Minnesota. Work in the yard 
is being pushed forward quickly as possible 
and with the ships of war now lying there a 
formidable fleet cau be started in a few weeks. 
Orders are to get everything in readiness. 
JOHN BULL AROUSED. 
L ondon, N ov. 17.—It is stated on official 
authority that the Foreign Office lias instruct­ 
ed the British Minister at Madrid, the consuls 
at Havana aud Santiago aud the Governor of 
Jamaica that the government reserves its de­ 
cision on the question of tlie executions which 
have already taken place at Santiago, but will 
bold the Spanish government and all concern­ 
ed responsible for any additional executions 
of British subjects. 
CUBAN BONDS ON THE MARKET. 
P h il a d e l p h ia , Pa., Nov. 17.—The sale of 
Cuban bonds has been commenced in this city 
by the agent. 
They are sold at twenty-five 
cents on the dollar and as they bear seven per 
cent, interest many prominent citizens are 
either through belief that the investment is a 
good one or through a disposition to aid tlie 
cause purchasing freely. 
A hundred additional hands were put to 
work at the navy-yard to-day and this after­ 
noon an extra gang was employed. 
THE CUBAN MEETING IN NEW YORK. 
HON. WM. M. EVARTS’ SPEECH. 
A large and enthusiastic meeting of Ameri­ 
can and Cuban citizens was held at Steinway 
Hall to-night for the purpose of giving expres­ 
sion to their sense of the late butcheries by 
the Spaniards and the outrage offered to the 
American flag. Fully three thousand people 
were present. 
The Hon. Wm. M. Evarts was called to the 
chair. 
A list of Vice Presidents was read, 
among them being Hon. John A. Dix, A. T. 
Stewart, John Kelly, William E. Dodge, Fer­ 
nando Wood, A. R. Lawrence, William C. 
Conner, Judge Josiah Sutherlaud, General 
Franz Sigel, Wm. Cullen Bryant, John Jacob 
Astor, Cornelius Vanderbilt, A. P. Daly, Enoch 
L. Fanclier, Thos. A. Ledwilh, Harper C. Van 
Nort, A. Oakey Hall, Win. F. Havemeyer, Os­ 
wald Ottendorfer, E. Delafield Smith, Wheeler 
H. Peckham and others. 
Hon. Wm. M. Evarts in opening the meet­ 
ing said he felt when lie accepted the invita­ 
tion to preside at the meeting as every person 
must have felt, that the Cuban question was 
one of the greatest importance. He would 
rapidly review the various steps which brought 
this nation face to face with the present diffi­ 
culty. The Cuban insurrection broke out about 
the end of President Johnson's administration, 
but did not reach its climax until after Presi­ 
dent Grant’s accession to power. During the 
whole period of tho struggle for independence 
by Cuba the greatest insults had been offered 
to the American flag by Spain and her rulers. 
Our complaints were met by regrets and con­ 
cessions and in correspondence with Spain 
about this matter a convention of both 
uations was elected which had its seat 


at Washington to settle redresses and 
grievances. Now, 
like a thunder-bolt, 
two nations, America and England, bad 
been stricken by the shock of the transaction 
which had just occurred, a shock which moved 
the whole civilized world. This island, with 
its immense commercial relations, has been 
the scene of struggles for liberty and coertion 
of power. A ship accredited with being uuder 
the American flag while on the high seas and 
distant from Cuba is visited by the pride and 
arroga noe of Spanish power; turning from her 
pursuers is overtaken and captured ; all 
on board conveyed to a harbor, where four 
men are taken out of her, condemned and 
shot; then forty more, followed by fifty-seven 
others. The British and American Consuls 
spoke in vain; their interference went for 
naught. We had a complete understanding 
with Spain to the effect that every citizen of 
our country taken by them for any act 
should have a trial before a proper tri­ 
bunal and have competent legal defenders. 
If there 
were 
peace 
between 
this 
country and Spain, no matter or what 
crimes these men were guilty under the 
laws of nations they should have been called 
to account by tlie country to which the last 
belonged. The laws of piracy allowed any 
nation that wished to punish tlie offender, but 
there was no evidence to show that tlie Vir- 
inius was a pirate. Still, if she were a pirate 
we hold that the law could not be carried out 
in her case without trial, condemnation or 
conviction. Away, then, with the idea that 
our citizens are to be dealt with in the thought 
that they were engaged in marauding. 
Do not fear that the President of the United 
States is imbued with the same feeling as 
pervades this meeting. We deal with Cuba as 
a community and we intend to have redress 
for these outrages (loud and prolonged cheer­ 
ing), and security, perfect and absolute secu­ 
rity that no such disgraceful butcheries shall 
ever again be repeated. (Renewed applause.) 
We will secure from the.governmcnt of Spain, 
though we desire the republic to be upheld, 
promises that ber power must be more 
efficacious over her own forces in Cuba, 
and 
if 
she 
wants 
help 
we 
are 
prepared to give it. If it be true that Spain 
can no longer control tlie actions of her sub­ 
jects we will see to it that they will not have 
all immunities from the regular constituted 
power and authority. We would make tlie 
American people feel that their peace would 
not again be disturbed in the future. 
The concluding portion of the speech was re­ 
ceived with uproarious cheers and cries of 
“ War! war!” 
SPEECH OF HON. S. S. COX. 
Hon. S. S. Cox was the next speaker. 
He 
claimed that the Virginius at the time of seiz­ 
ure was duly authenticated by our govern­ 
ment. Our flag rightfully was at its mast. It 
had our register and clearance. 
The seizure 
was on tbe high seas, not within Spanish wa­ 
ters, not within the marine league. There was 
no recognition by Spain of billigerent rights 
to the insurgency of Cuba and tho legal status 
of tlie vessel was tlie same as tlie right of citi 
zens to walk the streets or city parks.'J 
Mr. Cox then referred to the barbarities 
practiced by tlie Spaniards throughout the 
whole war, and said that it had been a war 
without pity, without remorse. Rapacity aud 
despotism, confiscation and butchery had add 
ed daily significance to the flag of Spain, 
which, red and yellow, is a river of blood be 
tween margins of gold. As a remedy for the 
existing slate of affairs in Cuba Mr. Cox su 
gested tlie intervention of all civilized na­ 
tions. 
Letters of apology were then read from the 
Hon. Henry Wilson, Vice President of the 
United States, Gov. John A. Dix of New York, 
Gov. Joel Parker of New Jersey, Gov. Charles 
It. Ingeisoll of Connecticut, Gov. Hendricks 
of Indiana, llcnry Ward Beecher, John W. 
Forney of Philadelphia and Hon. Gerritt 
Smith. 
Resolutions were adopted to the effect that 
in view of the war for the suppression of the 
Cuban rebellion which has been going on for 
five years without any evidence of success 
and that the Spanish volunteers have outraged 
the rights and persons of American citizens 
the people of tlie United States look to the 
great soldier now presiding over the govern­ 
ment to take tiie promptest and most decisive 
action consistent with tiie dignity and past 
precedents of our government. 
After the adoptiuii of the resolutions Hon. 
Win. A. Darliug and Hon. Wm. C. Robinson 
addressed the meeting. 
In consequence of a large number of people 
being unable to gain admittance to the hall 
an impromptu meeting was held at another 
hall, which was also crowded to excess. Ad­ 
dresses were delivered by Mr. Low of Phila­ 
delphia, Col. Charles S. Spencer, Col. Frede­ 
rick A. Conkling, Hon. Algernon S. Sullivan, 
Ex-Judge Garvin and others. 
THE LATEST FROM THE ISLAND. 
H avana, Nov. 17.—The report received 
from Cienfuegos that fifty-seven more of the 
Virginius prisoners had been executed is not 
confirmed by later advices from Sautiago. - 
The following dispatch lias been made public 
here: 
S antiago de C uba, N ov. 12.—There have 
been no further developments here. 
The 
man-of-war Isabella la Católica luis arrived 
here to convey the Virginius to Havana. The 
altitude of the authorities is unyielding. They 
insist on their perfect right to dispose of the 
Virginius as a pirate iu accordance with in­ 
ternational law and that no one lias a right to 
interfere with them. There have be no more ex­ 
ecutions but the trials are proceeding. The Brit­ 
ish man-of-war Niobe is still here. It is reported 
that a correspondouce is going on between her 
Capt. and Gov. Burriel about tbe British and 
other foreign subjects captured on tbe Vir­ 
ginius. There are rumors that an American 
corvette from Aspinwall and another from 
Key West are on the way here. 


THE STATE CAPITAL. 
Explosión of a Locomotivo. 
A lbany, Nov. 17.—A locomotive belonging 
to the New York Central Railroad company 
exploded just west of the city limits this after­ 
noon. Thomas McMaliou and John Fiery, la­ 
borers, were severely wounded, and John llar- 
rigau and James Bahar slightly injured. Af­ 
ter the explosion tlie engine ran into another 
engine on the track and both were badly dam­ 
aged. 
THE TREASURY DEFALCATION. 
Warner, tlie expert employed to investigate 
the books of the State Treasurer's office, filed 
an elaborate report with Gov. Dix this after­ 
noon. The amount of Phelps’ embezzlement 
is between $310,000 and $311,000, and from 
present indications there seems to be no 
chance of the state recovering any of the 
stolen funds. 


THE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 
Reduction of Ucgitttration Fees. 
W ashington, N ov. 17.— The Postmaster 
General to-day issued an order reducing the 
registration fees on domestic letters and pack­ 
ages from fifteen to eight cents, commencing 
on the 1st of January next.

W o r k to b e C o m m e n c e d I m m e d i a t e l y . 
The Poughkeepsie Eagle says: 
Mr. East­ 
man, the Vice-President of the Compauy, re­ 
turned from Philadelphia Saturday with the 
cheering intelligence that the maps, plans and 
specifications of the great bridge work had all 
been completed, and that Mr. Lindvllle aud 
tbe bridge corp3 would be here on Wednesday 
next to locate the latid piers and commence 
the excavations and the masonry work. 
As 
soon as the ice forms of sufficient thickness on 
the river active work will also be commenced 
there. 
The plans of the structure and of the differ­ 
ent connecting lines on either shore were sub­ 
mitted to Mr. Thompson, President of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, who is one of the most 
eminent bridge and jjpilroad engineers in this 
country, on Friday, and lie united in tho de­ 
cisions of Mr. Lindville, approving the high 
grade line. 
This wifi permit of a wagon way 
on the bottom cord of the bridge, and will add 
in every way to tho strength and grandeur of 
the structure. 
It also gives a very favorable 
grade fine for the oonnecliug railroads on the 
west shore. 
A full set of the maps will bo filed this 
week iu the Comity Clerks’ Offices of the coun­ 
ties of .Dutchess, Ulster aud Albany. 
The 
work on Ike land piers will be commenced by 
the first of next week, and it is expected that 
sufficient masonry can be done on the first 
pier on this shore to permit of tho laying of 
the corner stone by tho middle of next month. 
It is proposed to make the event cf laying 
tho corner stone worthy of the importance of 
the greatest public enterprise of the kind ever 
inaugurated in this country. 
The Governors 
nml state officers of New York, Connecticut 
and Pennsylvania, and the officers of the lead­ 
ing lines of railroads interested will be in­ 
vited. 
It is expected that tho ceremony of 
laying the corner stone will be performed by 
his Excellency Gov. Dixatid J. Edgar Thomp­ 
son, Presideut of the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
who are to be among the officials invited. All 
fears that the panic would prevent until spring 
further work on this great enterprise, for which 
a few of our citizens have labored so long and 
so earnestly and which is to bring such envbt* 
ble prosperity and uotoriety to our city and 
county, arc now dispelled and our people, es­ 
pecially those in our Railroad interests, will 
have renewed confidence for the future.
